Politicians and newspapers 'in- the 
United States are puzzled with re- 
spect to Mr. Roosevelt’s intentions 
and ambitions.

Then again, he 
may be influenced only by his desire 
as leader of the party to make a good 
showing in the primaries and in the 
November elections, but if he dogs 
make a good showing it may only 
whet his desire to do what no other 
President has done—run for a third 
term. He has many admirers who 
hope he will and many who fear he 
will. The latter, in conjunction with 
his opponents, would be formidable 
but the President has electioneering 
charms and devices that will take 
some beating.

What Mr. King means by saying he 
will not speculate in wheat we cannot 
pretend to know. Anyone who engages 
in the business is necessarily a gam¬ 
bler. The farmer who sows and reap? 
it takes chances on drought, floods, 
hail, rust, grasshoppers and prices. 
The Prime Minister who fixes the 
price at eighty cents takes chances on 
having to buy it at that figure when 
it is selling elsewhere for less. If it 
is selling for more, he is not in the 
market as a buyer, or even as a seller 
for he announces that to avoid mon 
opoly he is going to sell as he goes 
along, and do no' hoarding. His state¬ 
ments carry with them condensed cri¬ 
ticism of the policy pursued by Mr. 
Bennett and Mr. McFarland which in 
eluded hoarding and speculation, not 
for themselves or the government but 
for the advantage of the prairie far¬ 
mers.

No sooner was it made than th; 
Ontario Minister of Agriculture de¬ 
manded that the fixed price apply to 
that province’s wheat, but, as we have 
pointed out before, the government 
of that province delights in embar¬ 
rassing Mr. King. Under Mr. Bennett 
as well as Mr. King, the Act applies 
only to the prairies. If other provin¬ 
ces benefit by tariff more than the 
prairie West does, then they should 
be agreeable to regional concessions 
by way of compensation, and they 
would be agreeable if the politicians 
would not use it as an argument 
against Mr. King as they did against 
Mr. Bennett, who got no support in 
the prairies to make up for any loss 
he may have sustained elsewhere be¬ 
cause of his wheat programme.

Quite a numlif'r oi 
Alter points in southern Albeita have sent prospect:^ in 
tructors to Edmonton for training in fundamental gym 
nasties, and this instruction will be carried on in the town.- 
so represented. * 

For the past four years this scheme of physical Gaining 
..as been in progress in B.C. making wonderful, strides in 
.nterest and in imj/Fovement of physique. Last year then 
a ere 20,000 enrolled in B.C., at 92 different centres. 

Those who have observed the results of the B.C. pro¬ 
gram, commend the work most highly. They say that 
benefits are obvious in the improved appearance of the 
participants. Erect bodies, graceful carriage and well de 
veloped muscles are noticeable signs, and accompanying 
.his physical advantage is an almost inevitable improve 
ment in mental fitness. An erect, fearless carriage is al¬ 
ways an initial recommendation fo’r anyone. It give- an 
mpiession of confidence anil capability. (Jetting down t 
the material benefits, it is said that youths who pn vu; 
this training, make a much more favorable impri -siou ii 
entrance into the wage-earning world. According to fin. 
tors’ examinations, the standard of physique of the young, 
people is definitely raised. 

At present over fifty Alberta people ,-rprerenting a- 
many towns, are being instructed at the University of Al¬ 
berta by the B.C. leaders. After a three week’s tiliining 
they will return to their respective towns to carry on via- - 
es in the gymnastics which they have learned. 

In the yew gymnastics, rhythm is the keynote, pattern¬ 
ed somewhat after the exercises worked out in Scandin¬ 
avian countries. They are designed to build up the entire 
frame work of the body. It is emphatically denied that they 
bear any resemblance to the military minded training 
groups of Fascist countries. _ 

So far as Alberta is- concerned,, the protect is sponsors 
by the Dominion-Provincial Youth Training plan. The 
towns participating must supply a suitable building, pro 
vide as much athletic equipment as may he available, and 
nominate one person qualified as a trainer. The govern¬ 
ment on its part outlines the program, trains and pays tlu 
leader, and in exceptional cases may add to local equip 
ment. 

According to B.C. leaders, garments of this age are at 
made for round-shouldered men.

Before the white man came the 
beaver built dams across our mountain 
streams and checked the flow Of thr 
water. The forest cover on the moun¬ 
tainside retarded the too rapid melting 
snows in summer. The prairie lakes 
prevented too rapid runoff on the 
range lands.
